Remarks 


Applicant has carefully reviewed and considered the Office Action of 14 January 2008 and 


notes with, appreciation the substantive allowance of claims 9-11 and 18-2.1 presented in that 
Office Action. 

In response to that Office Action the applicant now amends the claims in order to accept 
the allowed coverage. More specifically, claim 3 is amended to incorporate the subject matter of 
substantively allowed claim 9 and intervening claims 5 and 6. Claims 1 and 5-8 are canceled.
